A check was made 1317.52 with Weather Officer, 2nd Weather Sq, CAFE. 
Ons raidisonde balloon was released at 1315002 and agother at 1315400. The 
winds at 131 were 10 knots, 20,000 feet from 180 , at 25,000 reet, 10 
knots from 270°. Moon rigs on 13 Sept 52 was at 1312352 and at 1317002 
would be approximately 54° «ove the horizon.
